Berlin. Jan. 27.—The German Gov¬ 
ernment * reply to the note from the 
Allied Council of Anihu**adbni on the 
Issue growing out of the non-evacu¬ 
ation of the Cologne zone by the Al 
lira, was haiulco to the Allied envoys 
at noon to.day. It will be made pub¬ 
lic Wednesday morning. 

The reply largely confines Itself 
to a presentation of the German in¬ 
terpretation of the lugal uHpeets of 
the controversy, especially with refer¬ 
ence to articles 428 ami 429 of the 
Treaty of Versailles. Dealing with 
the evacuation of occupied territory 
at stated period* and the condition* 
under which such evacuation might 
he delayed, the reply stresses the 
political effect of the present Im¬ 
passe on the German internal situa¬ 
tion. 

The Allied note was an interim 
communication in reply to a German 
note of January 8 protesting against 
non-evacuation of the Cologne area 
for the reason given by the Allies 
that Germany, had failed to comply 
with all the disarmament condition* 
of the peace treaty.

This is of particular interest to 
Canada because it is essential for 
this country to keep its own citi¬ 
zens as well as encourage a great 
many more to come here every year. 
At present, without any real reason, 
some Canadians imagine that con¬ 
ditions are better in the United 
States than they are here and they 
go there—only to discover that at 
least some of thair calculations 
win wrong. Meanwhile -the per¬ 
centage of British arrivals in Can¬ 
ada is less in proportion to that of 
foreign arrivals than it used to be, 
a fact in itself which imparts signi¬ 
ficance to the gradual thinning out 
process—in favor of British stock— 
of our neighbor. In any event it is 
clear that since the American people 
set about checking the flow of im¬ 
migrants the one principal object 
has been to curtail the arrivals of 
those races which do not readily 
assimilate with the republic's na¬ 
tionals. 

The new immigration law has 
been much criticized because of the 
quota scheme which is based on the 
census of 1890.
